LIVINGSTONE 
The Royat Geographical has just added an 
interesting relic of Dr. Livingstone (0 its callec- 
tion, ‘It will be remembered that when the 


great missionary died, in the unknown heart of |: 


Africa, his faithful followers embalmed the 
body. and brought it to the coast. Dr. Living- 
stont’s remains now lie in Westminster Abbey, 
but the heart of the great missionary explorer 
was buried under a tree beneath whose 
branches he had breathed his last... One of his 
men, Jacob Wainwright By name, carved an 
inscription on the tree, and before leaving, they 
ave the strictest injunctions to Chitambo,. 
the native chief, to keep the grass cleave 
away’ so as to save it fram the bush 
fires which every year sweep over. the coun-! 
try and destroy: sa many trees, Chitamba 
himself died shortly afterwards and was buried 
under the satne tree, His successor removed 
the village to a distance of some ten miles. 
But the tree on which Jacob Wainwright had 
carved the inscription ' escaped destruction, [t 
was not visited by any white man for more 
than 20 years, although a bronze plate was sent 
out by Dr. Livingstong’s daughter to maik the 
place where he died, and valuable presents 
were sent by the Royal Geographical Society 
to the chief to induce him to protect the plate.” 
After many vic'ssitudes the bronze plate was 
handed over to the new Chitambo by Captain 
Bia, and a procds-verdad was drawn up by the’ 
Belgian officers, the chief and his principal 
headmen afixing their, marks in the presence 
of witnesses. Unfortunatcly, the tablet was 
stolen within a short time of its erection in 
Chitumbo's village by an Arabslave-trader who 
was raiding the country. Neither Captain Bia 
dor Lieutenant Franqui visited the actual spot 
where Livingstone died, and the first European 
todo su wastMlr, Henry Glavevho was mak- 
ing a journey across Africa in the interests ofan 
Atnetivan magazine. Unfortunately, Mn Glave 
died on the West Coast as he was on the point 
of returning to Europe. Mr, Poulett- Weather 
ley was the next white man to visit the tree, 
and be at ofee wrote home stating that, al- 
though the tree, was,still standing, it was in 
an advanced state’ of decay and must soon 
perish, invalving the destruction of the ins- 
cription unless some steps were taken for its 
preservation. ‘Two years ayo, in the discus- 
sion ona paper before the Royal Geographi 
Society’ descriptive of Mr. Weatherley's ex- 
ploraians in’ Central Africa, Me. Alfred 
Sharpe, CB, her Majesty's Commissioner 
in the British Central Africa: Protectorate, 
suggested “that the Royal Gengraphical Soci- 
‘ety Should take steps to have cut out of the 
tree the section which contains the complete 
inscription, and that it should be sent home 
and placed among the other ‘relics which the 
Royal Geographical Society ’ possesses. “at 
would,” said Mr. Sharpe, “not only he an in- 
teresting reminder of Livingstone and the great 
work he has done in Africa, but it, would alsu 
be some evidence of what Aftican natives can 
doy it would be a record of the love and regard 
which they must have had for Livingstone when 
they carried him so many miles and brovght 
him to Kabenda, where he died.” - ‘ 

_ MrSharpe's suggestion was adopted by the 
council of the society, which further requested 
Mic Sharpe to, report on what steps, should he 
takén to mack the spot permanently...
